Il. SOWING DATES 


The dates given here are intended as suggestions only—based 
on our experience here in the Midwest. Many things can throw 
them off. Examples: 


1. Hot, dry, bright fall—will bring Christmas crops in early. 


2. Unusually dark, cloudy fall-winter, delays late winter 
crops, especially if night temperatures are lowered. 


3. The tables are based on raised benches, 50° night tem- 
peratures most of the winter, at least. We have seen a 
Valentine’s Day crop flower over a month slower than the 
following table—grown on deep ground beds, 45° nights 
all winter, and in dark houses.

For Early Summer Cut Flowers Outdoors: If a sowing is made outdoors by growers in 
the near South 6 or 7 weeks before the ground freezes, plants well enough established to 
winter over in all except the most severe seasons can be produced. In the North sowing 
should be done as early in the spring as the soil can be worked—just as soon as the frost 
is out of the ground.

If it must be 
sown when hot, better do so in flats set under a bench or in a cool shed. It requires 2 
to 3 weeks to come through, sometimes longer. 

New Crop Seed is always most reliable for sowing under adverse conditions of summer 
heat. We have a special source for Larkspur seed (7 best varieties only) permitting 
delivery in early July. If you order in early summer, please specify whether you prefer 
to wait for new crop. After August all orders are filled with new crop seed.
